Knowles Seeks 
To End Guard 


At Wisconsin 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — Stu­ 
dent protesters launched the 
second week of a classroom 
boycott today with a rally at the 
University of Wisconsin Memo­ 
rial Union. 


Although National Guardsmen 
were still on Hie campus, offi­ 
cials hoped they could be with­ 
drawn before the end of the day. 


Thousands of students attend­ 
ed classes on schedule tills 
morning. 


It was not known whether pro­ 
testers would call for renewed 
picketing of classrooms, which 
triggeded disorders last week 
and prompted Gov. Warren P. 
Knowles to call in 1,900 National 
Guardsmen. 


A peaceful weekend encour­ 
aged Knowles to forecast an im­ 
minent 
withdrawal 
of 
the 
troops. 


Hie governor expressed his 
hope for an early withdrawal 
during a Sunday vMt to an ar­ 
mory where some of the troops 
were stationed after students 
began a classroom boycott a 
week ago in support of Negro 
demands. 


“We’ve got to maintain tow 
and order, or our democracy 
will be gone,” the Republican 
governor said. 


An estimated 27 persons were 
taken into custody last week 
during brief clashes with police 
and guardsmen. There were few 
injuries, 
and 
demonstration 
leaders continually urged pro­ 
testers to avoid conflicts with 
the office«!. 


But tiie week’s classroom boy­ 
cott did not seriously diminish 
elass attendance, the university 
said, 
and

demonstration 
scheduled Saturday at a track 
meet did not materialise. 


Hie eight Negro members of 
Wisconsin's

Conference indoor track team, 
however, boycotted the meet. 
The track team coach said there 
would be no reprisals and the 
absentees announced they were 
returning to the team. 


Biafra Wooing U.S. 


UMUAHIA, Biafra (AP) - 
After getting a measure of sup­ 
port from France, Biafra is 
going after the diplomatic jack- 
pot-backing from the United 
States. 


The accession of the Nixon 
Administration, 
a 
sharp 
in­ 
crease in private and govern­ 
ment relief aid from the United 
States for refugees and visits by 
U.S. congressmen have given 
the Biafrans the idea that the 
time m ripe for wooing Washing­ 
ton. 


Relieve Famine 


The Biafrans were pleased by 
the visit of the first official U.S. 
congressional delegation to go 
to both sides in the Nigerian civ­ 
il war. The delegation, headed 
by Rep. Charles C. Diggs Jr., 
D-Mich, left Saturday night alt­ 
er a two-day stay. 


Earlier Sen. Charles E. Good-^ 
ell, R-N.Y., visited both Lagos 
and Biafra. He said he would re­ 
port to President Nixon and to 
Secretary of State William Rog­ 
ers on his return. 


The avowed adm of both visits 
was to study ways otf relieving 
famine. But the Biafrans are 
confident the congressmen will 
report on the political and mili­ 
tary situation as well. 


For the American vfeitons, lit. 
Col. Odumegwu Ojukwu and 
Biafra's other leaders had one 
main theme—they regard relief 
as “a palliative at best,” and 
say the United States should re­ 
evaluate its entire policy toward 
Nigeria and Biafra. 


The Biafrans have been vague 
and at times contradictory in 
saying what they want from 
Washington.

CHICAGO (AP) -

A total of 55,500 persons were 
killed on the nation’s highways 
in 1968, the council said, an 
Increase cf five per cent over 
1967. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Rob-" 
ert H. 
Finch, Secretary erf 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
says the Justice Department 
filed recent school desegrega­ 
tion suits in the South without 
consulting him. 


Finch wrote off the incident 
as part of the birth pangs of a 
new 
administration, 
but 
he 
called for more coordination in 
the future. 


“We're going to have to have 
a greater interface between the 
two—Justice and HEW—in this 
whole compliance 
area 
and 
across the nation,” he said. 
“But we haven’t been in office 
long enough to get that working 
relationship established yet." 


A tty. Gen, John Mitchell filed 
tiie lawsuits In Louisiana and 
Houston a few days after Finch 
had described the cutting off cf 
federal aid as tie ultimate 
weapon in school segregation 
disputes. 


In an interview with The As­ 
sociated Press, Finch said the 
files on the Southern school dis­ 
tricts were utrned over to the 
attorney general. “The timing 
and the nature and the institu­ 
tion of these actions are entirely 


under his control, and are not 
done in relation to this depart­ 
ment,” he said. 


Finch 
made 
these 
other 


points: 


—His department is following, 
but re-examining, school de­ 
segregation guidelines inherited 
from the Democratic adminis­ 
tration. 


—“Hie Supreme Court has pro* 
hibited “deliberate discrimina­ 
tion” but not segregation as 
such. 


“If you look at the Supreme 
Court decision, segregation, in 
fact, is not prohibited by law,” 
Finch said. 


"What is prohibited is deliber­ 
ate discrimination. 


“And ao you have to find hard 
evidence that someone, the peo­ 
ple in a community, are deliber­ 
ately creating situations which 
lead to discrimination. 


“If segregation in fact were 
prohibited by law, what are you 
going to do with all the solid Ne­ 
gro schools in solid Negro areas 
in Northern cities?” 


Finch said a proposal by a 
Nixon task torce tor setting a 
federal floor under welfare pay­ 
ments was being considered. 


Ojukwu has said the United 
States has “a great potential for 
peace” in the region and can be 
a mediator if it acts quickly. 
But 
outright 
support would 
please most Biafrans more. 


Condemn U. S. 


Only a few months ago, the 
Biafrans were condemning the 
United States almost as strongly 
as they do Britain, because 
American recoiiless rifles were 
captured from the Nigerians. 
Now the Biafran leaders say 
they are “prepared to believe” 
that American arms for Nigeria 
was never a matter of U.S. poli­ 
cy. 


Britain has supplied arms to 
the federal government in great 
quantity. The Biafrans do not 
seem to expect important aup> 
port from diplomatic quarters 
other than the United States at 
the present time. They say they 
have “given up” on the British 
government, and that there is 
no hope of the African nations 
settling the war because “out­ 
side powers”—Britain, the So­ 
viet Union and the United States 
—'bear responsibility for the 
conflict.

"This resulted in an unem­ 
ployment rate of 4.3 per cent, 
somewhat above the U.S. aver­ 
age,” he said. 


During 1969, Milliken said: 
—The state labor force is ex­ 
pected to average 80,000 above 
the 19® level. 


—Total 
employment 
should 
rise nearly 70,000 with large ad­ 


vances recorded in construction, 
retail trade, services and local 
government. 


—Michigan’s population prob­ 
ably will be boosted by 96,000 
persons, giving the state a pop­ 
ulation of 8,779,000 by July 1, 
1969. 


—Construction 
expenditures 
during the year are cxpected to 
total $2.75 billion, an increase 
of $35 million over the 2.4 bil­ 
lion spent in 1968. 


—Retail sales probably will 
increase by 11 per cent.

SAIGON CAP) - The thunder 
of bombs from U.S. B52 bomb­ 
ers 
reverberated 
throughout 
Saigon toni#it as U S. and South 
Vietnamese forces resumed of­ 
fensive operations after a 24» 
hour truce for toe start of the 
lunar new year. 


Allied infantrymen resumed 
some 60 operations they had in­ 
terrupted briefly for tfie new 
year festival known as Tet, and 
U.S. warplanes went back into 
action. The aim was to maintain 
pressure on Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese forces so 
they could not repeat the Tet of­ 
fensive which gave the allies 
such a setback last February. 


The allied truce ended at 6 
p.m. Saigon time, and 22 min­ 
utes later waves of B52s were 
dropping tons of explosives only 
$1 miles north of Saigon on the 
fringes of Communist War Zone 
D. Seven miles west of the capi­ 
tal, smaller American fighter- 
bombers attacked a Viet Cong 


American artillery opened fire 
on enemy troop concentrations 
near Kontum City 45 seconds 
after the truce ended. 


Military spokesmen said the 
allies would ignore the rest of 
the seven-day Viet Cong cease­ 
fire, which runs until 7 a.m. Sat* 
urday, just as they ignored the 
first 35 hours of it. 


U.S. headquarters said the en­ 
emy violated their own cease­ 
fire and the period of allied 
truce with at least 170 attacks 
during the 53 hours from 7 a.m. 
Saturday until noon today. 


Headquarters reported that 
128 of these incidents occurred 
during the first 18 hours of the 
allied truce, including an at­ 
tempt early today by hundreds 
of North Vietnamese to overrun 
a U.S. Marine artiillery base 
near the Laotian border. 


During the allied truce, U.S. 
headquarters said, eight Ameri­ 
cans were killed and H wound­ 
ed, while American forces killed 
at least II of the enemy m i 
captured seven.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­

Before making that decision 
he wants to know from the Ur­ 
ban Affairs Council whether 
programs inherited from the 
Democrats might fit into Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s plans tor handling 
the problems of the poor and 
black ghettos of the cities. 


Stay Clear 
In one of his final acts as de­ 
fense secretary, Clark M. Clif­ 
ford last month turned a report 
over to Laird containing hun­ 
dreds of ideas for the Pentagon 
“to assist in alleviating serious 
domestic problems without de­ 
tracting from its primary de­ 
fense mission.” 


Some critics have suggested 
the Defense Department ought 
to stay clear of social-economic 
problems and devote its full re- 
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Weather 


sources to the nation’s military 
programs. 


Laird has said the Defense 
Department should give aid in 
domestic 
problems 
whenever 
possible, but he indicated non­ 
military activities must be sec­ 
ondary. 


Consideration 
A spokesman for the Urban 
Affairs Council said the group, 
made up of cabinet oAftcers and 
other top government officials, 
has scheduled the Pentagon 
package for consideration with­ 
in the next couple of weeks. 


Some of the major domestic- 
aid efforts started recently by 
Pentagon include: 


—Expansion

awards to firms for work per­ 
formed in ghetto areas. 


—Encouragement to defense 
contractors to provide special 
training for unskilled workers in 
large metropolitan areas, with 
cost credit in connection with 
pricing of defense orders.

—Technical help in developing 
new methods of home construc­ 
tion.

He 
has bean a major critic of the 
exempt status of many founda­ 
tions and the amassing of large 
concentrations of economic pow­ 
er by some large businesses. 


The hearings will te t lor 
months with final action not ex­ 
pected until next year. 


The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee begins its hearing at 
the nuclear treaty, also on Tues­ 
day, with Secretary of State 
WtlWam P. Rogers the lead-off 
witness. 


The committee test year ap­ 
proved the pact, which is de­ 
signed to stop the spread ot 
atomic we» ponsj but the Senate 
did not act on the treaty be­ 
cause of reaction to the Soviet 
invasion of Czechoslovakia. 


President Nixon, who as a 
candidate last year asked for 
delay to ratification, has rtmce 
.given his blessings. 


The only significant event on 
the Hill today was the opening 
of the Senate-House Economic 
committee’s annual review of 
the President’s Economic Re­ 
port, always an occasion tor 
broad-scale discussion of nation*- 
al economic policy.

Trip To Macao 


HONG KONG (AP‘ - A flotil­ 
la of Hong Kong yachts was 
warned not to sail to Macao on 
a holiday cruise for the Chinese 
new year. Now the Chinese 
Reds are believed to have three 
of the yachts and 15 of the holi­ 
day ers, including four Ameri­ 
cans. 


Sources at Hong Kong’s Royal 
Yacht Club said the yachtsmen 
had been told the cruise “was 
not a good thing at this particu­ 
lar time.” And an official of the 
Hong Kong Marine Department 
said only one of the six yachts 
had cleared its plans with the 
department. 


The yacht dub sources said 
previous holiday cruises to Ma­ 
cao had gone off without inci­ 
dent. But the sailors thfts year 
were warned of the strained re­ 
lations between Peking and the 
Hong Kong government because 
of the imprisonment of Commu­ 
nists held responsible for the 
1965 anti-British campaign of 
violence in the colony. 


Separate In Fog 
The Portuguese colony of Ma­ 
cao is 40 miles across the mouth 
of the Peart River estuary from 
Hong Kong and on an island just 
off the Chinese mainland. Chton 
claims a 12-mSle limit to its ter­ 
ritorial waters, and the sea 
route between the two colonies 
thus lies in Chinese waters, but 
ferries sail regularly along tha 
route without interference. 


Hie six yachts aet out Satur­ 
day, anchored for the night off 
i an island midway between Hone 
Kong and Macao, and resumed 
the voyage Sunday.

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These Are Students? 


At Michigan State Uni verity in Ik st Lan­ 
sing a distinguished educator was ending his 
campus career. John A. Hannah was leaving East 
Lansing to become director of the U. S. Agency 
for International Development. It should have 
been occasion for university jubilation. A man 
who more than any other single person has been 
responsible for MSU’s phenomenal growth was 
closing that cai'eer and going forth to serve the 
entire nation in its international aid program. 


But some BOO students stood outside the 
hall where Hannah spoke, bearinj? derisive pla­ 
cards, trying to get inside to break up the meet­ 
ing. Lan.sing. East I^nsing and campus police 
with helmets on head and riot sticks in hand and 
tear gas at the ready stood in the lobby to pro­ 
tect Hannah. The students chanted: “Open it up 
or shut it down.” A reception that was to have 
followed the convocation of the faculty had to 
be canceled. 


Pre.sident .John McGoff of Panax Corp., pub­ 
lisher of 14 Michigan 
newsjmpers 
called this 
week for expulsion of the MSU student news­ 
paper, the Micliigan State New.s, from the Mich­ 
igan Press Association. McGoff described the 
State News as “void of common decency," citing 
use of four letter words in its descriptions of re­ 
cent campus demonstrations.

On the University of WiHConsin campus last 
week the National Guard was called out to deal 
with mass demonstrations of students after the 
local police were exhausted by their efforts tj 
keep order. Black students’ demands were at the 
lK)ttom of the trouble, although there are only 
500 blacks on the campus with a total of over 
30,000 students, and as many as 6,000 involved 
in some of the marches. 


Universitj^ officials and Governor Knowles 
and other state officials appear determined to 
fight on the Issue of order and apparently so 
do the student dissidents. John Felder, a Negro 
student leader, was quoted as saying the black 
students* 18 demands were 
“non-negotiable.” 
They included black 
students* power to fim 
teachers in an expanded black teaching program. 


Governor Knowles said he didn’t know who 
was responsible for the campus disturbances but 
that it was “very evident that there are manv 
forces at work across the entire nation” that 
have encouraged campus disorders.

It’s equally apfiarent that we have spawne^i 
a generation of youngsters who are easily con­ 
vinced to the point of violent action that the 
adult generation has betrayed them. The estab­ 
lishment against which they riot includes their 
own parents, of course, but this doesn’t dissuade 
them. And the complex of causes is so snarltjfl 
that the parents disapprove of what goes on, but 
don’t act effectively to halt it. They have begot 
a “superior” generation, they have been told 
(and it is true) and they think that all this crim­ 
inal behavior on the campuses may be a part of 
the birth pains. 


The disorders leap from campus to campus 
and create the impression that no campus is 
safe, and that if any campus hasn't had to call 
the cops and the guard it isn’t in the swing ol 
things.

Racism seem» the usual trigger as black 
militants post a list of demands on the univer­ 
sity, declare some of them “non negotiable” and 
then strike the school. All of the student criti­ 
cisms of our universities surface and large parta 
of the student bodies are found in support of 
the militants. The whites are idealistic, consci­ 
ence-stricken and rel>elliou8. Tliey have identi­ 
fied all the failures in adult behavior, all the sins 
of the community “establishment,” and they 
want an end to them Ijefore they finish their 
protest march. They are like the fable of the 
Chinese invention of roast pork. They are bum- 
tog down the bam to get a taste of tiie meat. 


The misi>ehavior of our students is not i:) 
be simply explained nor attributed to one cause.

Black students’ demands were at the 
tx)Item of the trouble, although there are only 
500 blacks on the campus with a total of over 
SO,OOO students, and as many as 6,000 involved 
in some of the marches. 
University officials and Governor Knowles 
and other state officials appear determined to 
fight on the issue of order and apparently so 
do the student dissidents. John Felder, a Negro 
student leader, was quoted as saying the black 
students’ 13 demands 
were 
“non-negotiable."

Governor Knowles said he didn’t know who 
was responsible for the campus disturbances but

It’s equally apparent that we have spawned 
a generation of youngsters who are easily con­ 
vinced to the point of violent action that the 
adult generation has betrayed them. The estab­ 
lishment against which they riot includes their 
own parents, of course, but this doesn't dissuade 
them. And Die complex of causes is so snarled 
that the parents disapprove of what goes on, but 
don’t act effectively to halt it. They have lx>got 
a “superior” generation, they have been told 
(and it is true) and they think that all this crim- 
inal behavior on the campuses may be a part of 
the birth pains. 
The disorders leap from campus to campus 
and create the impression that no campus is 
safe, and that if any campus hasn’t had to call 
the cops and the guard it isn’t in the swing ot 
things.

militants post a list of demands on the univer­ 
sity, declare some of them “non negotiable” and 
then strike the school. All of the student criti­ 
cisms of our universities surface and large parts 
of the student lashes are found in support of 
the militants. The whites are idealistic, consci­ 
ence-stricken and rebellious. They have identi­ 
fied all the failures in adult behavior, all the sins 
of the community “establishment,” and they 
want an end to them liefore they finish their 
protest march. They are like the fable of the 
Chinese invention of roast jx>rk. They are burn­ 
ing down the barn to get a taste of tile meat. 
The misbehavior of our students is not to 
be simply explained nor attributed to one cause. 
Some of it, obviously, is inspired by enemies of 
our society or our nation, or both. But the Made- 
in-America response is an astounding thing that 
is reminiscent of the dancing hysteria which pre­ 
vailed in Central Europe in the 1500s, Cines for 
the hysteria were sought at the Shrines of St. 
Vitus and so we remember it in the name of St. 
Vitus's dance, or chorea, a nervous disease.

There is a simple rule to apply to c a m p u s 
protests and the public should insist upon its 
applicat ion. 
There are reasons for campus protests and 
there should be ways open to the students to 
express them. But these protests needn’t lie dis­ 
orderly and they mustn’t shut down the univer­ 
sity. When there’s an insistence upon the dis­ 
orders that have b ro m e a national shame, the 
universities are under a terror created by the 
students to force acceptance of their demands 
by force and not reason. This violates the basic 
reason for having a university 
to liberate the 
human mind — and creates an anarchy which is 
intolerable. 
Demonstrations which disrupt the studies 
of those who want to learn are an expression of 
“To hell w’ith you!”, designed to injure and des­ 
troy the university, because any mass, legitimate 
protest can get a hearing from both administra­ 
tion and public. We are observing a misuse of 
power that threatens a public backlash that will 
deny to students a proper hearing for their legi­ 
timate grievances. This is the price of support 
of roughneck hoes ism.

• In the minds of Catholics, 
'Lent in the past meant a long, 
¡dark 6 weeks of strict laws on 
Abstinence and fast. The nega- 
live aspect was highly stressed 
In the form of “giving up" 
things and "not going places.” 
However, the laws pertaining 
to fast and abstinence have 
changed considerably to the 
point that Ash Wednesday and 
Good Friday are the only days 
left for fast and abstinence. 


The faithful are strongly en­ 
couraged to observe the tradi­ 
tional abstinence on the Fridays 
of Lent, although they are not 
strictly obliged. This simplifl- 
jcation of the law does not eli­ 
minate the personal obligation 
of penance. The warning of 
IChrist calling his followers to 
penance, still applies to our 
every-day Christian: “If anyone 
W’ants to be a follower of mine, 
let him renounce himself and 
take up his cross and follow 
me." (Mark 8:34) — 


The need to do personal pen- 
ance is a “must” to all Catho- 
Jics but they must now choose 
a penance that applies to their 
daily living. This will vary ac­ 
cording to age, health and pcr- 
gonal responsibilities of each 
person. The faithful are en­ 
couraged to live in a manner 
befitting the members of the 
Mystical Body of Christ in 
fervent and frequent prayer 
and in serious and mortified 
«pirit. 


Most Catholic churches dur­ 
ing Lent intensify their reli­ 
gious services by scheduling 
morning and evening Masses, 
offering the Stations of the 
Cross on Fridays, and special 
iermons on man’s relationship 
^ th the Crucified Christ. Lent 
leads up to and culminates in 
t»assiontide 
and 
F^schaltide. 
The Church measures the suc­ 
cess of the Lenten exercises 
only insofar as they have aided 
the faithful to live truly Holy 
Week and Easter.

Michigan still has wilderness 
areas that have survived the 
automobiles.

Scientists insist that wilder­ 
ness is necessary to the spiritual 
wellbeing of America. The word 
“wilderness” is in daily use in 
Washington where the struggle 
continues between those who 
want to save wilderness areas 
and those who w tnt to nmke 
money out of them, one way or 
another. 


Michigan still has wilderness 
areas that have survived the 
automobiles. Anyone with imag­ 
ination and good eyesight can 
revel in true wilderness from 
viewpoints along the eastern 
bordei's of the Upper Peninsula, 
between Whitefish Bay and De- 
Tour where you can see the far 
off blue hills of true wilder­ 
ness. Your line of vision extends 
all the way to the North Pole, 
passing an Indian camp, an 
Eskimo village, one or two rail­ 
roads, no highways, no subur­ 
ban housing projects. Just wil­ 
derness. 


Our Michigan had a lot of 
that kind of wilderness until 
shortly after the Civil War.

Increase In County 


An increase in births and 
deaths in 1968 for Schoolcraft 
County is noted in a report 
compiled by county clerk Fred 
Lesica for presentation to the 
Board of Supervisors Tuesday 
night. 


Three additional births were 
recorded in 1968 for a total of 
166 as compared to 163 births 
during 1967. Of the 166 births, 
50 were recorded to residents 
of neighboring counties with 
113 credited to county residents. 


Nordin Reports 
Welfare Hike 


Payments to welfare clien­ 
tele in the amount of $19,,- 
434.02 were dispensed through 
the Schoolcraft County Depart­ 
ment of Social Services in De­ 
cember 1968. 


The December payments re­ 
flect an increase of $3,047.14 
over payments made in No­ 
vember of 1968, according to a 
report by director David Nor­ 
din. November payments total­ 
ed $16,386.88 in assistance to 
individuals and families. 


A breakdown of December 
payments reveal that under the 
Old Age Assistance program 
(for persons 65 and over) a 
total of 107 recipients received 
total money payments of $6,346. 


Forty-four families received 
assistance in the amount of 
$6,671 under the Aid to De­ 
pendent Children program while 
three individuals received $312 
under the Aid to the Blind 
grant. 


The Aid to the Disabled pro­ 
gram lists 49 individuals who 
received a total money payment 
of $4,340. The Direct Relief 
program records a total of 37 
cases (both family and indivi­ 
dual) who received monies in 
the amount of $1,765.02. 


There were 120 death certi­ 
ficates filed in the county in 
1968 as compared to 106 in 1967. 
The report also notes that 88 
marriage licenses were issued in 
1968 — a drop of 3 from 1967 
which recorded 91.

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Jack Up Floor 


lo Reduce Sag 


By ANDY LANG 
AP Newsfeatures Writer 
QUESTION: The living room 
floor of the old house we re- 
rently bought has a slight sag 
in it. The floor is over a base­ 
m ent 
which 
has 
a 
concrete 
floor. I have ben told that the 
sag can be elim inated by a 
jack post. 
How can I deter­ 
m ine 
how 
m uch 
the 
post 
should be jacked up? 
ANSW ER: 
The first step Is 
to .stretch a strong string taut 
across the living room floor at 
right angles to the direction 
in which the joists run. Tack 
the string 
tightly near each 
wall. 
The 
distance 
between 
the 
floor and 
string in the 
m iddle of the room will show 
the am ount of sag. Check the 
string w ith a carpenter’s level. 
Since there is a concrete floor 
in the basem ent, the jack post 
can be placed directly on it, 
assum ing th a t the floor is in 
solid condition. Next, raise the 
post to a point about 6 inches 
from 
the 
basem ent 
joists. 
Place a 4 by 4 beam, 6 feet 
long, on top of the post at right 
angles to the joists. Jack up 
the 
post 
until 
the beam 
is 
firm ly against the joists. 
If 
the sag in the living room floor 
is half an inch or less, 
con­ 
tinue jacking up the post until 
the sag is gone. Have someone 
upstairs 
tell 
you 
when 
the 
floor moves up enough so that 
it is level w ith the string. 
If the sag is more than half 
an inch, it m ust be elim inated 
a little at a tim e over a pe­ 
riod of days, because if you 
tried to do it all at once, some 
cracking of the walls m ight 
ensue. The trick is to jack up 
the post half an inch, w ait two 
or three days, jack up another 
half an inch, and so on. The 
post then can be left in place 
or a perm anent one installed. 
In purchasing the post, 
tell 
your dealer to select one that 
will fill your needs. 
Should 
you 
decide on 
a 
perm anent 
post (you m ight w ant to keep 
the jack post for other w ork), 
do 
everything 
as 
explained 
above, but place the jack post 
just a little off center to allow 
for the installation of the per­ 
m anent post in dead center.

Jack Up Floor 
To Reduce Sag 


By ANDY l A W 
AP Newifeitui^es Writer 
QUESTION; The living room 
floor of the old hjouse we re­ 
cently bought has a slight stig 
in it. The floor is over a base­ 
ment which has a concrete 
floor. I have ben told that the 
sag can be eliminated by a 
jack post. 
How can I deter­ 
mine 
how 
much 
the 
post 
should be jacked up? 
ANSWER: 
The first step is 
to stretch a strong string taut 
across the living room floor at 
right angles to the direction 
in which the joists run. Tack 
the string tightly near each 
wall. 
The 
distance between 
the floor and string in the 
middle of the room will show 
the amount of tag. Check the 
string with a carpenter’s level. 
Since there is a concrete floor 
in the baseitient, the jack post 
can be placed directly on it, 
assuming that the floor is in 
solid condition. Next, raise the 
post to a point about 6 inches 
from 
the 
basement 
joists. 
Place a 4 by 4 beam, 6 feet 
long, on top of the post at right 
angles to the joists. Jack up 
the post until the beam is 
firmly against the joists. 
If 
the sag in the living room floor 
is half an inch or less, 
con­ 
tinue jacking up the post until 
the sag is gone. Have someone 
upstairs tell you when the 
floor moves up enough so that 
it is level with the string. 


If the sag is more than half 
an inch, it must be eliminated 
a little at a time over a pe­ 
riod of days, because If you 
tried to do it all at once, some 
cracking of the walls might 
ensue. The trick is to jack up 
the post half an inch, wait two 
or three days, jack up another 
half an inch, and so on. The 
post then can be left in place 
or a permanent one installed. 
In purchasing the post, 
tell 
your dealer to select one that 
will fill your needs. 
Should 
you decide on a permanent 
post (you might want to keep 
the jack post for other work), 
do 
tver:^hing 
as 
explained 
above, but place the jack post 
just a little off center to allow 
for the installation of the per­ 
manent post in dead center. 
Please remember that every­ 
thing explained here ihould be 
attempted only when the fault 
is with 
sagging first 
floor 
joists. When there ii a second- 
floor sag inside a closed cell­ 
ing 
»the problem 
must 
be 
handled h f a prolesiional.
